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Gove has 
snubbed 
borough, 
says MP 

THE Education Secretary 
Michael Gove has been 
accused of snubbing 
Sandwell after telling parlia¬ 
ment he has no plans to visit 
the borough. 

Council leaders and West 
Bromwich East MP Tom 
Watson have repeatedly 
urged Mr Gove to visit, after 
the axing of the Building 
Schools for the Future pro¬ 
gramme in 2010, after which 
nine Sandwell schools lost 
out on a total of £138 
million. 

Mr Gove last week 
responded three months late 
to a parliamentary question 
from Mr Watson, stating 
that he had no current plans 
to visit the borough. 

Mr Watson said: “We have 
been waiting for Michael 
Gove to keep his promise to 
visit Sandwell since he can¬ 
celled the schools building 
programme. 

“Yet again he’s snubbed 
Sandwell parents and chil¬ 
dren - it’s a disgrace.” 

He added: “Michael Gove 
has had ample opportunities 
to visit Sandwell, including 
when the Conservative 
Party Conference was held 
in Birmingham, to see for 
himself how our schools 
need investment. 

“He continues to show 
breathtaking arrogance in 
refusing to honour his com¬ 
mitment to visit Sandwell to 
apologise to those affected 
by his actions.” 

Claimants 
fit for work 

SANDWELL has been 
named one of the 20 
‘workshy’ hotspots of 
Britain, where incapacity 
benefit claimants were 
found fit enough to work. 

The borough had 1,810 
people receiving the benefit 
who were fit enough to work, 
the 12th highest figure in 
the UK. 

According to the Govern¬ 
ment’s Department of Work 
and Pensions, Birmingham 
topped the list as one third of 
claimants - 5,180 of 14,640 - 
were capable of working.

BIG DROP IN CRIME 
FIGURES WELCOMED

RECORDED crime has fallen by 21.8 
per cent in the centre of West 
Bromwich over the past year - repre¬ 
senting 435 fewer victims. 

Business crime fell 34.5 per cent - 228 fewer 
victims - with anti-social behaviour down 30.1 per 
cent and criminal damage down 41.5 per cent. 

There were 27 fewer 
people robbed, 23 fewer 
victims of burglary, and 38 
fewer victims of vehicle 
crime. 

There was a 2.8 per cent 
drop in the most serious vio¬ 
lence - one fewer victim. 

The figures for the West 
Bromwich Central ward, 
which includes the town 
centre, were hailed as a “big 
result” for people who live 
and work in the town as well 
as for shoppers, students 
and visitors. 

The figures compare the 
period April 1 2012, to 31 
March 31 2013, with the 
same period the previous 
year. 

Sandwell Police and 
Sandwell Council have led a 
range of schemes over the 
past year to tackle crime and 
anti-social behaviour. 

Significant 

A spokesman said they 
included tackling town 
centre street drinking, 
homelessness and shoplift¬ 
ing, and working to improve 
the Beeches Road area. 

Inspector Akeel Najib 
said: “This is a fantastic 
reduction in crime and one 
we are really proud of. My 
officers have worked hard 
with partners to achieve 
these significant reduc¬ 
tions.” 

Councillor David Hosell, 
town lead councillor for 
West Bromwich, said: “We 
will continue to work closely 
with the police, businesses, 
and residents to build on 
these results.” 


Car parks 
perk looks 
set to be 
scrapped 

FREE parking for some 
Sandwell Council workers at 
local authority-owned sites 
will be scrapped under plans 
to save £33,000 a year. 

A review of employee 
parking arrangements has 
found about 150 staff are 
parking on public pay and 
display car parks while at 
work, with the council 
footing the bill. 

Under proposals put 
forward as part of budget 
cuts, the council would no 
longer pay the fees. 

The council’s service 
improvement boss, Council¬ 
lor Mahboob Hussain, said 
the discovery of the parking 
arrangement came after the 
authority took back control 
of responsibility for council 
housing from Sandwell 
Homes. 

Sandwell Homes had been 
paying for some of their 
employees. 

A report says free parking 
is not expressed in any con¬ 
tract of employment, but the 
practice may have developed 
over time. 


Lottery winners decide to move on 



A TIPTON father and 
daughter who scooped a £4 
million lottery win are to 
make their first property 
purchases - two bungalows 
in the same area. 

Thomas Foden, 80, and 
his daughter Irene Harper, 
60, won their jackpot in

spent a penny of the win¬ 
nings on himself. 

Now the the pair are to 
buy new homes in the same 
part of Sedgley. Mr Foden 
will leave the council house 
he has had for 60 years. 

The former Tarmac con¬ 
struction worker says his life 
has not really changed since 
his win. He said: “I mix with 
the same chaps. It’s nice to 
have the money but as long 
as I have my meals and can 
go to the pub, I am happy.”

Changes 
to plans 
on way 
at centre 

SHOP units are being axed 
from the new £200 million 
New Square development in 
West Bromwich under pro¬ 
posals to change the centre’s 
layout. 

Four large retail units are 
being cut from the develop¬ 
ment due to changes in 
‘current commercial market 
interest’, a letter submitted 
to Sandwell Council’s plan¬ 
ning department states. 

Bosses of the scheme have 
submitted the alterations to 
the council, and they want to 
change the layout of one of 
the car parks to create three 
decks rather than the five in 
the original plan. 

This will reduce the 
number of spaces inside 
from 687 to 509. However, a 
reconfiguration of the 
surface level car park will 
create 184 extra spaces, 552 
up from 368, meaning an 
overall increase of six 
spaces - from 1,055 to 1061. 

A report to Sandwell 
Council from Nathaniel 
Lichfield and Partners, 
which is working on behalf 
of Tesco, said the changes 
would improve traffic flow. 

They said the revised 
layout of the surface car 
park would not lead to vehi¬ 
cles queuing to get out of the 
car park, and it would not 
affect the road. 

Sandwell Council is 
expected to make a decision 
on the changes by the end of 
this month. The develop¬ 
ment will include a Tesco 
Extra, Primark, and Next.

Six primaries expanding 
to meet rising demand

SANDWELL Council is expand¬ 
ing six primary schools across 
the borough to meet soaring 
demand following a baby 
boom. 

Work is already under way at 
Christ Church CE Primary in 
Oldbury, Crocketts Community 
Primary in Smethwick, and Rowley 
Hall Primary in Rowley Regis. 

The £7m scheme will provide 630 
places and will be finished in time for the 
new school year in September. 

Works is also expected to start shortly 
at Brandhall Primary School in Oldbury, 
Grace Mary Primary School in Tividale, 
and Summerhill Primary School in 
Tipton. 

The project will cost £1.9m with 
Brandhall and Grace Mary due to be 
completed by September, and Summer- 
hill due to finish by October. 

The move comes as demand for places 
soars, with the birth rate continuing to 
rise and more people choosing to live in 
the borough. 

Demand 

Sandwell Council’s cabinet member 
for children and families, Councillor 
Simon Hackett, recently visited Crock¬ 
etts Lane Primary to see the work for 
himself. 

He said: “It is important we continue 
to provide quality places to meet demand 
and this work will do just that. 

“We have already provided more than 
300 new reception places over the last 
two years across Sandwell, and this pro¬ 
gramme of expansion is set to continue.” 

Councillor Hackett added: “As an idea 
of the scale of the increase, the reception 
class intake five years ago was around 
3,800 while this coming academic year it 
will be almost 4,600.” 

The new extension at Rowley Hall will 
provide nine new classrooms, a nursery, 
small hall, studio and new kitchen. 

At Christ Church CE Primary, there 
will be a reception classroom, eight 
teaching bases and a new main entrance. 

And at Crocketts Community Primary 
the school will have eight new class 
bases, a hall and a design technology 
area. 

Sandwell Futures, the local education 
partnership, is project managing the 
scheme. 


SCHOOLS, residents and council¬ 
lors are celebrating a successful 
campaign for a pedestrian crossing 
on a dangerous stretch of the 
Wolverhampton Road in Oldbury. 

Schoolchildren, parents with 
pushchairs and older residents fre¬ 
quently need to cross the road at 
the junction of Wolverhampton 
Road (A4123), Queensway and 
Parsons Hill. 

Oldbury town lead member 
Councillor Steve Trow said: “This 
has long been a worry for families 
and older people in the area. 

“Pedestrians often found them¬ 
selves stranded on the central 
reservation with traffic passing on 


both sides at high speed.” 

With the help of Perryfields 
High School and three primary 
schools, a 500-name petition was 
put together and submitted by 
local councillors last year. 

The need for the crossing was 
also supported by residents at 
meetings of Old Warley Neigh¬ 
bourhood Forum. 

Priorities 

The council’s neighbourhood 
manager for Oldbury, Parmjit 
Sahota, and the highways team 
took action on the request and the 
crossing has been installed. 

Councillor Trow said: “In the 
present climate, finding the 


money for such works is difficult. 
We’re grateful that Sandwell 
Council has nevertheless shown 
that the safety of our local neigh¬ 
bourhoods remains one of its top 
priorities.” 

Resident Jean Grantham said 
“Local residents have campaigned 
for many years for a crossing here. 

“You will often see children and 
parents stranded in the middle 
section waiting to cross while cars 
and lorries go past at speed. 

“The crossing will be greatly 
welcomed by all residents. 

“The support from the resi¬ 
dents, schools and local members 
has been great.” 


Families 
gather to 
honour 
RAF crew 

MORE than 30 people 
attended a ceremony 
remembering an RAF hero 
from the Black Country and 
his crew who died in a 
Second World War crash. 

Sgt Dennis Randle, aged 
22, from Smethwick, was 
one of seven people killed 
after being attacked by a 
lone German while on the 
way back from a mission in 
Germany. 

The crew tried to land the 
Avro Lancaster at the 
USAAF base at Boxted near 
Colchester, Essex, but it 
crashed in fields less than a 
minute from reaching the 
runway. 

Last week, relatives of 
crew members including 
Sgt Randle’s nephew, John 
Blundell, attended a cere¬ 
mony at the crash site and a 
commemorative plaque was 
unveiled. 

As part of the ceremony, 
an Apache attack helicopter 
from nearby RAF Wat- 
tisham flew over the memo¬ 
rial site and there was a - 
rifle salute by 100th 
Support Squadron Ameri¬ 
can Honor Guard. The 
hymn Abide With Me was 
sung followed by two read¬ 
ings. 

Organiser Chris Stanfield 
said: “The memorial was 
unveiled with great success. 
John Blundell made the 
journey with his wife and 
was very pleased and 
humbled.” 

Plans for

Baby Einsteins Nursery, in 
Robins Nest, Great Bridge 
Street, was visited by inspec¬ 
tors in March. They found 
that personal, social and 
emotional development was 
well catered for. 

Inspector Parm Sansoyer 
said in her report there was 
a positive partnership 
between staff, parents and 
carers to support the chil¬ 
dren’s care and education. 

She found that the range 
of activities and experiences 
on offer were satisfactory, 
and children were making 
reasonable progress in their 
learning development. 

She highlighted the good 
range of outdoor activities 
and resources on offer.

HUNDREDS of people turned out 
on the streets of Wednesbury for 
a parade to mark the unveiling 
and dedication of a new war 
memorial. 

At the weekend event new plinths to 
remember Wednesbury’s fallen war heroes 
were unveiled. The ceremony culminated in 
a dramatic RAF fly-past. 

The four new plinths at the town’s Memo¬ 
rial Garden, off Walsall Street, bear the 
names of more than 1,000 Wednesbury men 
who lost their lives in the two world wars 
and subsequent conflicts. 

They were unveiled during a special cere-

mony after a parade led by the Wednesbury 
Boys’ Brigade band. 

Also marching were cadets, veterans and 
representatives from the Armed Forces. 

They weaved their way through the town 
from the Town Hall in Holyhead Road to the 
Memorial Garden. 

At the garden a ceremony which included 
hymns and prayers was held, led by Rev¬ 
erend Father Kevin Palmer, the former 
Rector of St James Church in Wednesbury. 

He said: “These stones not only to act as 
a memorial, but as a reminder to us of the 
very real cost of war. 


“These dedicated stones will, I hope, 
inspire a new generation to look with fresh 
eyes at war and conflict.” 

Following the dedication, wreaths were 
laid on the plinth, and there was resounding 
applause as an RAF Dakota passed overhead 
at 3.30pm. 

Research 

The plinths, updated by W. E. Jones Mon¬ 
umental Masons as part of a £57,000 project, 
show the names of 1,047 men, 623 of whom 
were included on the original Roll of 
Honour, and a further 424 identified 
through painstaking research by Wednes¬ 
bury War Memorial Campaign Group. 


The project has been funded by scores of 
individual donations with Sandwell Council 
meeting the balance of the cost. A new Book 
of Remembrance was also opened yesterday. 

Tom Bedworth, chair of the campaign 
group, said: “I was full of emotion, it was a 
brilliant day. The past five years from the 
word go, have been a long haul. We are 
totally grateful to Sandwell Council for their 
help and finance.” 

Former Royal Marine and former council¬ 
lor Bill Archer was at the service. The 86- 
year-old, from Churchfields Road, said: “It 
was very emotional and I think the fly past 
was absolutely marvellous, it brought a few 
tears to people’s eyes.”

Store loses licence over unpaid

Trading standards called on 
Sandwell Council’s licensing panel 
to revoke the licence and after 
hearing evidence the panel agreed. 

Customs officers visited the 
supermarket on September 6 after a 
tip-off. Trading Standards officer 
Jaswinder Singh Matoo said in a 
report: “No evidence of fake items 
was found. However, officers from 


HRMC seized a number of items 
from the premises on suspicion of 
being non-duty-paid.” 

The alcohol was found in a lock-up 
at the rear of the shop, and the 
owners could not produce the paper¬ 
work to state that the excise duty 
and VAT had been paid. 

The licence holder Saman Salar 
Ahmed came before licensing chiefs 
in 2009 and 2011 after selling 
alcohol to a minor. On the second 


booze tax 

occasion he had a number of condi¬ 
tions applied to his licence. 

Licensing panel chairman Coun¬ 
cillor Peter Allen said: “The owners 
of the shop were telling us they had 
not paid for the alcohol, they did not 
know the name of the man who was 
selling it to them and did not know 
how much it cost.” 

“This lack of information left us 
unconvinced, and we decided to 
revoke the licence.”

Library turns new page with revamp

A BLIND man was refused 
requests to have hospital 
appointments sent to him by 
email, a major review into 
patient experiences was 
told. 

Graham Price of Smethwick was 
one of a number of people interviewed 
as part of the Caldicott Review into 
how information should be shared 
within the NHS. 

Mr Price, aged 72, of West Park 
Road, cannot read letters on paper 
and uses a screen reader attached to 
his home computer to convert emails 
into audio form. 

His wife Maureen, a 69-year-old 
retired teacher, has dementia and 
Parkinson’s disease, and can no 
longer read letters without her 
husband’s help. 

The review was conducted by Dame 
Fiona Caldicott, following a request 
from Health Secre¬ 
tary Jeremy Hunt to 
make sure there is 
an appropriate 
balance between the 
protection of patient 
information and the 
use and sharing of 
information to 
improve patient 
care. 

Mr and Mrs Price 
first encountered 
the problem in 2011 when Mrs Price 
started seeing a consultant at City 
Hospital which is run by Sandwell 
and West Birmingham Hospital NHS 
Trust. 

The trust had a policy of not 
sending information by email because 
they felt it breached the Data Protec¬ 
tion Act. The couple had to get 
someone else to read the appointment 
letters sent to them, however confi¬ 
dential they might have been. 

Mr Price complained to the trust, 
but got nothing in reply, and then 
complained to the ombudsman in 
2012. It was only then that the trust 
responded. 

Trust spokesperson Jyotveer Gill 
said: “We did not respond quickly or 
appropriately enough to his request, 
putting our data protection policies 
ahead of the request of our patient. 
We have learned from this experi¬ 
ence.” 


A HUGE refurbishment project has 
been completed at Stone Cross 
Library in West Bromwich. 

New carpets, blinds and shelving 
have all been installed to improve 
the library in Beverley Road. There 
are also new toilets suitable for dis¬ 
abled people. 

It is the first time the building 
has been refurbished since being 
opened in 1975. 

As the new look was officially 
unveiled, library supervisor Tamar 
Rodney said: “It looks brilliant, we 
are really happy. Not much has 
changed in the library since it 


opened 40 years ago. Now it looks a 
lot bigger. It’s more user-friendly.” 

The library stayed open through¬ 
out the revamp, which was funded 
by Sandwell Council. Work has 
been taking place since January. 

Larger elements of the revamp 
have been taking place on a Thurs¬ 
day, when the library is closed. 

Ms Rodney added: “It has been 
challenging but we wanted to stay 
open so we wouldn’t disrupt the 
youngsters and groups that use us 
so regularly. We did not want to let 
them down.” 

The revamp has not created any 


more room for books but there is a 
specially allocated community 
space that can be screened off and 
used for tuition or councillors’ sur¬ 
geries. 

Shelves can also be taken out to 
create extra space. 

Sandwell community library 
manager Lisa Bunn said: “The 
changes are wonderful. They make 
everything look bigger. 

“The refurbishment seems to 
have opened the whole thing up 
more.” 

Sandwell’s mayor Councillor 
Keith Davies unveiled the changes.

Improved

THE West Bromwich Shop- 
mobility service is set to 
move for the first time in 
more than 20 years.

“He had spent some time 
on the Spar car park with 
others, discussing the 
robbery, and he was per¬ 
suaded to go along with it.”

Nursery is inadequate says Ofsted team 


A WEST BROMWICH nursery has been 
told it needs to improve significantly, after it 
was rated inadequate by education watch¬ 
dog Ofsted. 

At their last inspection, Little Einsteins 
Pre-School which is based at Charlemont 
Community Centre, was found to be satis¬ 
factory, but when inspectors visited the 
nursery on February 2, they found the 
quality and standards of the early years pro¬ 
vision had declined. 

Inspector Dianne Sadler found that staff 
at the Beacon View Road pre-school lacked 
knowledge and the understanding of the 


framework for education for children aged 
under five. 

She said in her report: “As a result, chil¬ 
dren are not provided with an educational 
programme that supports them in making 
sufficient progress towards the early learn¬ 
ing goals.” 

Ms Sadler also found that children’s 
safety was not being adequately supported, 
because the procedure for the use of 
cameras and mobile phones was not in place. 
She said: “This does not protect the chil¬ 
dren’s safety and welfare.” 

Ms Sadler did however highlight that risk 


assessments undertaken meant the chil¬ 
dren were cared for in a safe and secure envi¬ 
ronment and their health was protected. 

She found that staff did not motivate all 
children properly, and, therefore, some chil¬ 
dren lacked interest and enthusiasm. 
However, Ms Sadler did praise the nursery 
for its playroom which had plenty of 
resources. 

Ms Sadler found staff lacked the knowl¬ 
edge and resources to support children 
where English was not their first language, 
and found this often meant children spent 
long periods not being engaged in conversa¬ 


tion, and were making poor progress. She 
did say that those who did speak English 
were confident and able to talk to unfamiliar 
adults. Ms Sadler also highlighted that the 
leadership and management was weak. 

Susan James who runs the pre-school said 
this was the first time they had got this 
rating, and that they had put an action plan 
into place to improve. 

She said: “The main reason we got this 
rating was because we were working off the 
old early years framework, not the new one. 
We felt it was quite harsh and unfair to give 
us the inadequate rating for this problem.” 


Former Bullring boss to 
lead New Square centre 


THE former boss of Birmingham’s 
Bullring is taking charge at the 
£200 million New Square develop¬ 
ment in West Bromwich. 

Steve Burr, aged 49, has been appointed as 
the centre manager for the 473,000 sq ft 
shopping and leisure scheme. 

And the Albion fan, who grew up in Great 
Barr, said he hoped the centre - which will 
have shops including a Tesco, Primark, 
cinema and restaurants - will become a 
Premier League destination. 

He said: “New Square is huge news for 
West Bromwich and Sandwell. 

“There’s such a loyal base of customers in 
the area and they deserve to have a new 
retail and leisure development. 

“We are looking to create a valuable 
evening economy and family-orientated 
retail and leisure development, and to link 
in with other venues such as The Public 
and realise their potential.” 

Regenerate 

He said the development, next to the 
Expressway, would work ‘exceedingly well’ 
with other regeneration projects taking 
place in the area, such as that at Provi¬ 
dence Place, and on the High Street at the 
former Sandwell College site.

“We export shoppers to places like Birm¬ 
ingham, and now we want to import them.

“As we have a Premier League football 
club, it’s only proper that we have a 
Premier League shopping destination.” 

He also praised the new bus station and 
Metro network, which he hopes will bring 
shoppers in from Birmingham, and 
Sandwell College, which he says will 
provide the shopping centre with the rele¬ 
vant skills. 

Jonathan Simpson, regional corporate 
affairs manager for Tesco, said: “Steve has 
a great deal of experience managing shop¬ 
ping centres across Europe and his 
appointment marks an exciting time for 
New Square.

Burlesque is taking off and 
LIZ JOYCE takes a look at 
its growing popularity 

JUDGES, doctors, tax inspec¬ 
tors - they’ve all given it a go 
and loved it,” says Divine 
Destiny, peeling off one of her 
long black satin gloves. 

“We’ve also got a businessman in his 
70s who absolutely loves it and dresses up 
in all the gear and the heels. 

“The burlesque world is so diverse. 
Young, old, fat, thin, black, white, man, 
woman - it doesn’t matter who you are 
it’s all about having fun and boosting 
your confidence.” 

The feathered-and-fishnetted women 
around Divine, aka Maggie Palmer, nod 
in agreement. One is a 43-year-old office 
worker, one a teenage fitness instructor 
and another a 54-year-old former care 
worker who was made redundant - but 
the one thing they all have in common is 
that they’re brimming with confidence. 

Movies 

They also wanted a shot of glamour in 
their normal lives, a splash of red lipstick 
or a flash of thigh to break up the days of 
deadlines, meetings and school runs. 
And, inspired by movies like Moulin 
Rouge and Chicago, turned to burlesque. 

Mother-of-one Tracey Holt is an office 
worker from West Bromwich. “I’ve 
always been interested in the old fash¬ 
ioned showgirls,” she says, dressed in 
frilly French knickers and a Can Can- 
style corset. 

“I can’t tell you how many times I’ve 
seen Moulin Rouge and I tell you what 
else I liked, even though it was a bit 
naughty, Showgirls from the 90s 

“The stockings, the hats, the costumes 
- I’ve always thought ‘I’d love to do some¬ 
thing like that’. But I didn’t know what 
to do or where to go. 

“But I plucked up the courage and 
went to one of Maggie’s workshops after

finding it online and that was that. I 
love everything about it, it has really 
built up the confidence in me and how I 
see myself. 

“I think everyone’s got something of 
an exhibitionist in them, even us 
normal day-to-day mums, and this 
brings it out. It doesn’t matter what size 


you are, how old you are, what colour 
you are, it’s just fun.” 

Burlesque is booming in the West 
Midlands and it seems women are 
turning to it for a variety of reasons, 
spurred on by often life-changing 
events. Divorce, cancer, big birthdays, 
bad relationships, body issues. Maggie, 


aged 48, of Willenhall, says all these play 
a part in tempting women through her 
studio doors. 

“I have taught hundreds and hundreds 
of women over the past few years,” she 
says. “And confidence is key to all this. 
This makes them feel better about them¬ 
selves. It’s all the girls together, it’s a 
laugh, there’s good music and fun 
clothes.” 

Burlesque is not without its critics and 
Maggie, who teaches classes and work¬ 
shops around the region, says. “There has 
always been a stigma attached to it. But 
it’s an art form. There is flair and skill to 
it. Burlesque is not about taking your 
clothes off, that’s not what we do at all. 
It’s all about building confidence, learn¬ 
ing something new and celebrating the 
female form.” 

“I had another dance studio in Wolver¬ 
hampton back in 2008,” Maggie recalls. 
“It was very successful and specialised in 
line dancing. Then I relocated to Tetten- 
hall and thought my students would come 
with me but they didn’t. 

Flair 

“After that I was thinking what to do 
next. I’ve always enjoyed stage and 
theatre and any art form with a little flair 
so I did some research and found the Min¬ 
istry of Burlesque online. It’s gone from 
strength to strength since then.” 

Angie Hart - aka The Gyrating Gera¬ 
nium - is a former care worker from 
Hazel Slade, Cannock, who has been 
practising burlesque for three years. 

“There is a nostalgia to it,” says the 54- 
year-old, readjusting her feather boa. 
“There is music from the 1950s and old- 
style cabaret halls. It is an art form and I 
love the classic moves, like the bowler hat 
and long gloves routine. 

“But people of all ages can relate to it. 
I’ve been in classes with 18 and 19 year 
olds and also women in their 70s, really 
established businesswomen who are still 
looking fab and really keep themselves 
together. I would advise anyone to try it.”

I'm penalised for working harder 


ISN’T the main point of the benefits 
cuts supposed to be to make people 
better off by working and not staying at 
home on benefits? 

I am a single parent and have always 
worked, juggling work and childcare to 
have enough money to just basically 
live. 

I was working 16 hours. I don’t 
drink, I don’t smoke, and I don’t take 
drugs, but I still can’t meet essential 
living costs, resulting in me having to 
stop my children’s activities such as 
karate and dance. 


I had the chance to increase my work 
hours from 16 to 23 hours a week. With 
my daughter wanting to start a drama 
class, I thought that with extra hours, I 
would be able to let her go. 

But when I worked 16 hours I only 
had to pay £100 council tax. I now have 
to pay £700. 

It has been explained to me that for 
every extra £1 that I earn above my 16 
hours, I will have my housing benefit 
reduced by 65p and my council tax 
benefit will reduce by 20p. 

Every single penny I earn above my 


16 hours is taken off me. I expect to not 
receive as much benefit if I earn more, 
but I expect some reward for working 
more, and not being penalised for it.

Youngsters 
in need of 
drink and 
drugs help 


NEARLY 200 young people in Sandwell 
sought help for alcohol and drug problems 
last year, new figures have revealed. 

The majority of the 178 youths who spoke to Drug Edu¬ 
cation, Counselling and Confidential Advice (DECCA) 
between 2011 and 2012 had concerns about both cannabis 


and alcohol, with 68 
approaching the service 
about both drugs. 

Meanwhile 47 young 
people approached DECCA 
with concerns about 
cannabis alone, and another 
40 about alcohol. 

A report from the 
Sandwell Drug and Alcohol 
Partnership (SDAP) has 
also revealed the number of 
children and young people 
in drug and alcohol services 
in the borough increased by 
14 per cent in the year 2011- 
12 . 

Stimulants 

Nationally there was a 
reduction of 5.8 per cent. 

The report states this 
figure reflects that young 
people who are drinking 
alcohol are doing so in larger 
quantities, and experienc¬ 
ing more harm as a result. 

During that time 17 
young people were also

treated for stimulants 
including cocaine, ecstasy 
and amphetamines, while 
four were treated for use of 
class A drugs heroin and 
crack. 

Three were treated for the 
misuse of other substances. 

The figures have been 
released as part of the part¬ 
nership’s substance misuse 
needs assessment, which 
provides Sandwell Council 
and its partners statistics so 
they can set out their contri¬ 
butions to the issue. 

Borough neighbourhoods 
chief, councillor Ian Jones, 
said: “From a neighbour¬ 
hoods point of view, any help 
given is something we would 
hope would help the situa¬ 
tion for many of those who 
receive the support.”

MANY of the towns and 
cities of Britain have foot¬ 
ball grounds which have 
grown surrounded by 
streets of terraced houses. 

And Wolverhampton is no differ¬ 
ent, though many of the streets 
have disappeared, not least the one 
carrying the name of the stadium, 
Molineux Street. 

Molineux Street was actually an 
ancient route, which used to be 
called Dunstall Lane, falling away 
down the hill from North Street, 
which used to be called Tup Street, 
a tup being a sheep. 

Sheep would commonly have 
been driven to market in the town, 
from the north. 

Dunstall Lane meandered 
towards Dunstall Hall, and formed 
the eastern boundary of the eight 
acre garden of a house built at the 
top of the hill by a man called John 
Rotton. 

Happily, when Rotton died in 
1743, the house passed into the 
possession of a local iron master 
named John Molineux, in payment

of a debt. I say happily, because oth¬ 
erwise the house might have con¬ 
tinued to be called Rotton House, 
and the subsequent stadium built 
on the site might also have been 
Rotton Stadium, though Wolves 
supporters might well believe that 
to be an apt description of late. 

The house later became a hotel, 
with the gardens becoming Wolver¬ 
hampton’s de facto first park. 

Grew 

Molineux Grounds became the 
home of assorted sporting events, 
including bowls, cycle racing, and 
eventually football. 

The Molineux family had sold 
the house because it began to be 
hemmed in on all sides by rows of 
terraced houses, rather spoiling 
the fine vistas. 

As the stadium grew, Dunstall 
Lane acquired the new name 
Molineux Street, and the eastern 
stand backed right on to the pave¬ 
ment with Vincent Street, Dawson 
Street, Birch Street and Red Cross 
Street running away from it an 


right angles. 

Supporters heading for the 
Molineux Street Stand or the 
North Bank tramped down the hill, 
and queued right on the pavement. 

From the 50s onwards the tall 
floodlight pylons bathed the whole 
district in light during evening 
matches. 

Constricted as it was, with 
Waterloo Road right by the other 
side of the ground, the Wolves’ 
directors began to buy up houses 
on the other side of Molineux 
Street when they became available. 

Eventually they were able to 
build the new John Ireland Stand 
(as it then was) behind the old 
stand, right on top of Molineux 
Street and the site of those houses. 

The rest of the terraced houses 
were also cleared away and this 
now forms the site of the Asda 
supermarket, so that Molineux 
Street was not the only one which 
disappeared for ever.

Appeal launched to keep 
new-found Hoard items 



A campaign has been launched to save these newly-discovered treasures 


NEWLY-DISCOVERED treas¬ 
ures from the Staffordshire 
Hoard have been valued at 
£57,395. 

A total of 91 new items were discov¬ 
ered in a farmer’s field near Brown- 
hills last November - 81 of which were 
deemed treasure and part of the same 
world famous Hoard by Coroner 
Andrew Haigh at a treasure inquest in 
January. 

And now the two councils which own 
the treasure - Birmingham and Stoke- 
on-Trent - have launched a fundrais¬ 
ing campaign in order to keep the 
items for the nation and so they stay 
with the original find. 

The Staffordshire Hoard, made up 
of more than 2,900 pieces of gold, silver 
and copper, was first discovered in 
2009 in Hammerwich and is the 
largest collection of Anglo-Saxon gold 
and silver metalwork found anywhere 
in the world. 

Huge 

This was secured by the two author¬ 
ities shortly after it was found follow¬ 
ing a £3.28m fundraising campaign led 
by the Art Fund. 

It included a substantial grant from 
the National Heritage Memorial Fund, 
as well as a massive fundraising effort 
from members of the public. 

The newly-found pieces, which 
include a helmet cheek piece, a cross¬ 
shaped mount and an eagle-shaped 
mount, were valued by the Treasure 
Valuation Committee, a panel of inde¬ 
pendent experts which meet at the 
British Museum. 

Councillor Paul Shotton, Stoke-on- 
Trent council deputy leader, said: “It 
took a huge and very public fundrais¬ 
ing effort to raise the money to save the 
initial Staffordshire Hoard finds. 

“But the treasure captured the

council acts to take 586 
stray dogs off its streets

A COUNCIL has taken 586 stray 
dogs off its streets in just 12 
months, new figures have 
revealed. 

Walsall Council is responsible for ken¬ 
nelling dogs found within the borough. 

It comes as the authority also responded 
to 176 requests for ‘no fouling’ signs to be 
put up. 

The stray dogs were collected between 
April 2012 and March this year. 

In a report to the council, David Elring- 
ton, area manager for environmental 
health, said: “The dog warden service took 
586 day-time strays to the council’s con¬ 
tracted kennels at Sunnyside. 

Kennels 

“The council must make provision for the 
reception of stray dogs out of office hours. 

“Swan Pit kennels is contracted with the 
council to receive stray dogs collected by 
members of the public at these times. The 
council received nine stray dogs this way. 

“Animal control officers responded to 176 
requests to post ‘no fouling signs’ and 
posted approximately 1,500 signs across the 
borough. 

“They also conducted anti-fouling patrols 
when time permitted.” 

The authority says it is working to clamp 
down on the problem of dog mess and is 
reminding owners that a person may be 
issued with a £50 fixed penalty fine if they 
do not clean up after their animal - or tthey 
could be prosecuted through the courts, and 
fined up to £1,000.

line, he would tell you.” 

Mr Matthews died less than a year after 
retiring. He was in remission after suffer¬ 
ing from Non-Hodgkin lymphoma but had 
been diagnosed with a rare heart condi¬ 
tion. 

The service included the hymn The 
Lord’s My Shepherd, which Baggies fans 
sing when the team scores, and a recital of 
a poem written by Mr Matthews’s father 
Frank, and read by his daughter Alison. 

A private burial in Stourbridge followed 
the service, and later there was a celebra¬ 
tion of his life at The Hawthorns. The flags 
at the ground were flown at half-mast. 

Mr Matthews began working for the 
Baggies at the age of 15. Among the high¬ 
lights of his time at the club was the first 
time the Baggies were promoted to the 
Premier League, in 2001, under the lead¬ 
ership of Gary Megson.

Eve's return is more 
than out of this world 
til 


I ext time you’re tuning in to 
Popmaster on Radio 2, spare 
a thought for the nation’s 
district nurses. You might not realise 
it, but the dulcet tones of daytime 
favourite Ken Bruce can offer an 
oasis of calm for those at the hectic 
forefront of home-based medical 
care. 

Or at least they can for Frankie 
Maddox, lead character in BBC 
One’s uplifting new medical drama 
series, Frankie, Tuesday, BBC1, 
9pm, whose love of the veteran DJ 
helps her to make it through the 
various stresses and traumas of 
being a community nurse. 

It’s a rare lead role for Eve 
Myles, best known for playing Jack 
Harkness’s sidekick Gwen Cooper 
in Doctor Who spin-off Torchwood. 
So rare, in fact, that the actress 
could hardly believe her luck when 
she got the role: “Even two days 
before wrapping, I woke up my 
partner in the middle of the night 
and said, ‘I can’t believe I got 
Frankie!”’ 

Compared to Gwen Cooper, 
Frankie is a complete change of 
pace. Unlike the terminally troubled 


medics that populate most hospital- 
based medical dramas, she is 
always upbeat, cheerful and 
professional, if not above a certain 
amount of mischief. “She is very 
energetic and loves life, music, 
dancing, food and wine! She has a 
naughty, almost childlike sense of 
humour, but when it comes to her 
job there is no one else you would 
want.” 

It’s an attitude the actress 
observed when exploring the 
world of district nurses. Eve felt the 
role required some research, 
particularly as it’s a career not 
often seen on television. “The 
biggest thing I stole from spending 
time with them was how they 
adapt to every single different 
situation... and how they have 
lots of fun when they are not 
on duty!” 

If this makes Frankie’s life sound 
like a breeze, it’s not. While her 
commitment to her patients is never 
less than 100 per cent, when it 
comes to personal relationships 
she is not always so successful. 

Her easy-going attitude does not 
impress her uptight boss Dr Evans 


(Jemma Redgrave), and much of 
the drama throughout the series 
arises from their conflicting 
approaches to medical care. 

Likewise, things seldom run 
smoothly with her boyfriend Ian 
Hargreave (Dean Lennox Kelly), a 
straight-talking copper whose 
brusque attitude is often at 
odds with that of his girlfriend. 

Says Kelly: “He has a tough 
exterior, but struggles to match and 
be able to deal with such a strong 
woman,” and it’s not clear whether 
they can survive as a couple: “I’m 
not sure if their bond is strong 
enough, you have to be able to 
understand your partner’s work and 
Ian knew she was a nurse... so I 
don’t know... as her work won’t 
change.” 

When it comes to Ken Bruce, 
however, Myles is certain it’s a love 
that will last. “He’s the other man in 
her life! When she gets in her car it 
becomes her personal special 
place... He brings the wannabe pop 
star out in her!” 

Nursing has never sounded so 
good.

Compact off-roader on a steady course 


THERE’S something really quirky 
about the recently updated Suzuki 
Jimny. 

The tiny 4x4 is a unique choice in the com¬ 
petitive 4x4 sector and while it clearly trails on 
quality where else would you get an off-roader 
for less than £12,000. 

If you want to be picky you can identify 
shortcomings, particularly on the road where 
handling and road holding could be a lot better, 
but you have to remember that this is the 
cheapest 4X4 on the market and ticks a lot of 


boxes for off-road use. Jimny is a genuine 
compact off-roader with push-button selectable 
four-wheel drive and high and low gear ratios 
The SZ3 model is just £11,995 on the road 
while the higher specification SZ4 on test costs 
£12,900 with manual transmission or £13,800 
with automatic transmission. 

SZ4 features synthetic leather/cloth front 
seats with ‘Jimny’ logo emblems, air condition¬ 
ing, alloy wheels, leather trim steering wheel 
and rear privacy glass as standard equipment 
The 2013 model receives a number of exte¬ 
rior and interior design updates to help mod¬ 



ernise appearance, maintaining the reputation 
Jimny has amongst its 20,000 loyal owners in 
the UK. 

Design revisions include a new front bumper 
and grille design, new design bonnet shape 
incorporating central air intake as well as repo¬ 
sitioning of the front fog lamps. 

The new front bumper design has resulted in 
a slight increase in overall length of 30mm to 
3,675mm - although Jimny easily remains the 
most compact SUV on sale in the UK. 

For the interior, a new seat fabric trim has 
been adopted for the SZ3; both SZ3 and SZ4 
models have new design front and rear head¬ 
rests as well as ISOFIX child seat mountings 
fitted as standard to the rear seats. 

Specification 

Breeze Blue has now been added to the 
optional metallic paint range of four colours 
available for the higher specification SZ4 model 
with three metallic and one solid colour avail¬ 
able for SZ3. Metallic paint is a £399 option. 

Jimny has a neat and practical look and since 
sales began in 1998, it has accumulated a loyal 
following of repeat customers who enjoy a 
quirky alternative to a supermini or crossover 
SUV 

There are clear benefits in terms of fuel effi¬ 
ciency and exhaust emissions: with the manual 
transmission model returning an official 
39.8mpg in combined cycle driving (38.7mpg 
for the automatic). Respective C02 outputs are 
162 and 167g/km. 

If you’re looking for speed and exciting road 
performance you are going to be disappointed 
though. The Jimny’s 16-valve, 1.3-litre engine 
is sluggish and noisy, takes 14 seconds to reach

60mph and top speeds at just 87mph. There’s 
no driver’s seat height adjustment or steering 
wheel adjustment but you still sit surprising 
high and comfortably, though getting used to 
offset pedals takes a little time to adjust to. 

The dash has none of the hi-tech gadgets you 
come to expect these days and is a real throw¬ 
back to days gone by and is a refreshing change 
with the controls clearly displayed and easy to 
find. 

The narrow cabin means things get a bit cosy 
for front seat travellers and comfort levels 
weren’t too high on the agenda when the rear 
seating was designed either. 

Boot space is almost non-existent so it’s 
easier to fold down the rear seats to create the 
space needed, meaning Jimny is really a two- 


seater. All versions have front electric windows, 
remote central locking, roof rails and a CD 
player. The dearer SZ4 models add part-leather 
seats, a leather-trimmed steering wheel, alloy 
wheels and smarter looks, with two-tone roof 
rails, tinted glass and body-coloured door 
handles. Bluetooth or MP3 connection aren’t 
available. 

The Jimny has a following. There are those 
who want quirky 4x4 motoring and those who 
can’t afford to step up the quality ladder. 

It’s 42 years since Suzuki’s first compact 
SUV arrived on the scene and you can see just 
why the company has decided to make only 
minor changes to the new model. If it isn’t 
broken, don’t fix it.

Carbon fibre BMW set to 
shock electric car world 


There were stern warnings 
this week from the Institute of 
Public Policy Research that 
greater investment is 
required in electric car infra¬ 
structure to ensure Britain 
isn’t left behind. 

Although the electric car grant is 
still in operation, giving a £5,000 
subsidy on electric vehicles, it is the 
infrastructure that is required to make 
them sufficiently desirable to a wide 
audience. 

In Leipzig, Germany, BMW is 
putting the finishing touches to the 
production-version of its i3 electric car, 
due to be officially announced in July. 

It has similarities with other pure 
electric vehicles such as the Nissan 
Leaf in that it was designed from the 
ground up to be electric rather than an 
electrified version of an existing car. 

But BMW’s approach to a new elec¬ 
tric vehicle is far more comprehensive 
than that. 

Performance 

Towering high above the BMW plant 
at Leipzig are new wind turbines, 
150m in height to give the best per¬ 
formance. 

They will power the factory that pro¬ 
duces the i3 to ensure that this 
element of production is 100 per cent 
sustainable. 

But the i3 story starts thousands of 
miles away in Moses Lake, just outside 
of Seattle, where a hydroelectric plant 
powers carbon company SGL’s site. 

In a joint venture with BMW, SGL is 
producing cheaper carbon fibre mate¬ 
rials for the new electric vehicle. 

Carbon fibre is immensely strong 
but lightweight; 50 per cent lighter 
than the equivalent steel - which is 
why FI cars are made of it. 

The expense of production has ruled 
it out of all but supercars, yet the i3 will

Albion's City revamp 
is food for thought 


Manchester City 1 West Bromwich Albion 0 

THERE were things about Albion’s night in Manchester that were 
entirely predictable. Peter Odemwingie was booed, Wolves were 
mocked and the Baggies were eventually beaten. 

But there was plenty, too, that took the travelling fans by surprise. There were 
wholesale changes to personnel and system. Markus Rosenberg impressed again 
and a much-altered Albion side pushed England’s richest club and last season’s 


Premier League champions all the way. 

If the result - a narrow defeat to Edin 
Dzeko’s frustrating first-half goal - did not 
quite vindicate Steve Clarke’s risky team 
selection, then his team’s performance 
against the FA Cup finalists certainly did. 

The Baggies, operating with a 3-5-2 for¬ 
mation and with a handful of fringe players 
in from the start, controlled long periods of 
a low-key match against a City side who only 
fired on all cylinders sporadically. 

Clarke’s men made the most of the below- 
par display from the hosts to play some inci¬ 
sive football and settle impressively into 
their new system, creating more clear 
scoring chances than their expensively- 
assembled opponents. 

Squandered 

City’s ruthlessness eventually told as the 
Baggies squandered their own chances. The 
home side punished them mercilessly for a 
moment of indecision in midfield and 
defence that allowed Dzeko’s team-mates to 
tee him up for his third goal in two games 
against Clarke and Co this term. 

But there was more than enough in the 
performances of several players, including 
Rosenberg and returning centre-back Craig 
Dawson, to give Clarke food for thought. 

Clarke brought back Dawson, Gabriel 
Tamas and James Morrison and handed 
Boaz Myhill a rare start in goal, leaving 
himself open to criticism of short-changing 
fans had things gone wrong. 

They settled some of their fans’ pre-match 
nerves with an impressiv start and went 
close three times through lively Romelu 
Lukaku.First he was sent racing away by a 
pass from Morrison pass but was denied low

down by Joe Hart. Next he dragged an effort 
just wide from 20 yards after brushing off 
two City defenders and then headed too 
close to Joe Hart. 

Lukaku turned provider moments later 
when his strength allowed him to tee-up 
Rosenberg, who shot wide. 

Albion had a moment of worry on 26 
minutes when Tamas ducked into a danger¬ 
ously high boot from Aleksandar Kolarov 
and went down with blood gushing from a 
head wound. But the Romanian was able to 
continue with heavy bandaging. 

City came to life as half-time approached 
and rattled the woodwork with a long-range 
strike from Carlos Tevez. 

The decisive goal came when Youssouf 
Mulumbu was caught in possession to allow 
City to break. Jack Rodwell fed Tevez on the 
right and he crossed for Dzeko to swivel and 
beat Myhill. 

Albion could have had a couple of goals 
early in the second half. First Rosenberg 
bent a 20-yard free-kick over the City wall 
and saw it thud off the crossbar. Then Mor¬ 
rison let fly from 25 yards and saw Hart 
turn the effort around the post with his fin¬ 
gertips. 

Albion pressed hard for an equaliser and 
Jones had a shot blocked from close range. 

Odemwingie, who was introduced as a 
late substitute to boos, bent a shot just off 
target in the closing stages. 

A goal from the rebel Nigerian would 
have given Albion the point their deserved, 
even if the visiting fans might have won¬ 
dered just how to react.
